Faulty  lighting  system  to 
blame  for  fire  in  library

The  Rensselaer  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  was  called  to  the  Saint 
Joseph's  College  Science  Build¬ 
ing  on  Wednesday,  Feb.  6,  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  a  fire  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  periodical  room  in  the 
library.  The  fire  started  from  a 
faulty  ballast  in  the  overhead 
lighting  system,  and  was  con¬ 
fined  to  the  ceiling  above  the 
faulty  light. 

According  to  Ron  Geleott, 
assistant  vice  president  of  facili¬ 
ties  and  planning,  the  fire  de¬ 
partment  was  summoned  be¬ 
cause  the  immediate  extent  of 
the  fire  was  unknown.  The  jani¬ 
torial  staff  immediately  cleaned 
the  area  and  an  electrician  ar¬ 
rived  soon  after  to  keep  damage 


to  a  minimum. 

The  building,  which  was 
erected  in  1914,  contains  many 
fire  hazards.  In  a  letter  from 
Father  William  Stang  to  the  fac¬ 
ulty,  Fr.  Stang  stated,  "There  is 
no  such  thing  as  a  fireproof 
building.  Wire  insulation,  floor 
covers,  drapes  and  some  metals 
can  all  bum  and  give  off  heat, 
smoke  and  toxic  gases." 

Shortly  after  the  completion 
of  this  semester,  the  76-year-old 
structure  will  endure  changes. 
A  lower  ceiling  with  new  lights 
and  air  conditioning  in  specified 
locations  in  the  library  will  also 
be  added.  Work  is  expected  to  be 
completed  around  August  29, 
1991.

Stradtner  facing  long  recovery  after  heart  operation

Students  arriving  back  at 
school  this  semester  were  sur¬ 
prised  to  hear  the  news  that 
senior  Barry  Stradtner  was  in 
the  hospital  and  possibly  facing 
a  heart  transplant.  Stradtner  had 
caught  a  flu  at  Christmas  and 
was  unable  to  return  to  school 
after  Christmas  break  because 
of  illness.  He  was  taken  to  the 
doctor  January  16  and  it  was 
determined  that  the  infection  had 
caused  his  heart  to  become  en¬ 
larged. 

He  was  Immediately  trans¬ 


ferred  to  the  Heart  Transplant 
Unit  of  Loyola  Hospital  In  Chi¬ 
cago  because  of  the  extent  of  the 
damage.  Stradtner  said  that  the 
doctors  “lost  me  three  or  four 
times"  since  then.  He  is  glad 
that  he  was  transferred  to  Loyola 
because  he  says  that  “the  people 
here  are  great."  On  Feb.  7,  he 
was  given  an  operation  to  repair 
the  damage  to  the  nerve  cells  in 
his  heart.  He  said  that  the  sur¬ 
gery  was  a  success  and  that  the 


infection  was  being  combatted 
with  antibiotics.  Stradtner  also 
had  a  collapsed  lung  that  is  being 
treated. 

Recovery  will  be  slow  and 
will  take  a  long  time.  For  now 
“standing  and  sitting  in  a  chair 
are  a  big  thrill."  He  will  have  to 
remain  in  the  hospital  for  a  few 
weeks  and  go  to  physical  ther¬ 
apy  daily.  It  will  be  several 
months  before  he  will  be  able  to 
get  around.  Stradtner  plans  to 


return  to  school  in  the  fall  and 
will  graduate  In  December.  He  Is 
grateful  for  the  support  he  has 
received  from  the  SJC  commu¬ 
nity.  He  said  “I  really  appreciate 
the  cards  and  letters,  they  mean 
a  lot."

No  ordinary  vacation  for  15  students 

Destination:  Coahoma.  Mississippi

With  spring  break  only  two 
weeks  away,  many  students  are 
looking  forward  to  the  warm  sun 
and  crazy  times  of  a  Florida 
vacation.  For  1 5  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  students,  the  week  of 
spring  break  will  be  filled  with 
the  humbling  experience  of 
building  a  house  for  the  impov¬ 
erished  people  of  Coahoma,  Mis¬ 
sissippi. 

The  students  will  venture  to 
Coahoma,  a  town  of  300  people 
located  seven  miles  away  from 
the  Mississippi  River  and  90 
minutes  south  of  Memphis,  and 
will  help  to  construct  a  house  for 
a  poor  family.  They  will  stay  in 
an  old  schoolhouse  that  has  been 
converted  to  a  dormitory  and 
will  work  for  most  of  the  daylight 
hours  throughout  the  week  with 
the  assistance  of  15  students 


from  Vanderbilt  University. 

According  to  freshman  Andy 
Huss,  “I  have  seen  firsthand  the 
less  than  ideal  conditions  that 
exist  outside  the  United  States, 
and  I  have  heard  that  they  exist 
in  places  like  Coahoma.  1  want 
to  see  them  for  myself  and  per¬ 
haps  do  something  to  help 
change  them."  Coahoma  is  in 
many  ways  like  a  third  world 
country. The  unemployment  rate 
is  right  around  80%  and  the 
average  annual  income  is  below 
$5000. 

For  these  15  students,  the 
Coahoma  Habitat  for  Humanity 
trip  promises  to  be  an  experi¬ 
ence  that  will  not  easily  be  for¬ 
gotten.  Besides  learning  of  a 
different  culture  and  its  social 
Ills,  the  students  will  help  tc 
contribute  to  the  betterment  o 
our  society.

The  Gulf  War  has  in¬ 
cited  many  reactions 
among  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  and  now  yet 
another  group  is  standing 
up  to  have  a  say.  The  intel¬ 
lectual  community,  specifi¬ 
cally  the  one  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College,  has  made 
its  position  on  the  war 
known  to  the  President. 


Professor  Hermes  Kreilkamp 
is  the  author  of  the  "Open  Letter 
to  the  President"  that  appears 
below.  According  to  Kreilkamp, 
he  was  motivated  to  author  the 
letter  in  hopes  that  it  would 
achieve  a  break  in  the  bombing, 
encourage  a  negotiated  settle¬ 
ment  and  eventually  help  to  save 
lives. 

Kreilkamp  feels  that  the  role 
of  the  intellectual  community  is 


to  take  a  stand  in  society.  While 
respecting  the  decisions  of  our 
rulers,  the  intellectuals  must 
also  make  judgements  on  those 
decisions. 

The  Gulf  War  rages  on,  and 
while  many  groups  wave  ban 
ners  and  slogans,  one  particular 
group  writes  letters  and  gives 
speeches.  The  intellectuals  have 
once  again  become  the  con 
science  of  our  society.

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This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for 
prayer  for  peace,  for  the  safety  of  our  troops 
and  their  families,  for  the  innocents  caught 
in  this  war,  and  for  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Many  of  us  prayed  for  these  intentions 
this  past  weekend.  All  of  us,  however,  urge 
you  to  revive  efforts  fora  peaceful  solution  to 
the  war,  to  make  a  pause  in  the  bombing,  to 
announce  we  seek  only  the  withdrawal  of 
Iraqi  troops  from  Kuwait,  restoration  of  and 
reparations  to  the  legitimate  Kuwaiti  govern¬ 
ment  .  We  urge  you  also  to  repeat  your  rail  for 
all  the  states  of  the  Mideast  to  settle  the 
conflict  that  divides  Arabs  and  Israelis  which 
you  made  before  the  UN  on  October  5,  1990. 

We  support  not  only  the  UN  Resolutions 
you  have  repeatedly  Invoked  in  justifying  the 
international  coalition's  war  against  Iraq, 
but  also  those  of  Oct.  12th,  reaffirming  Reso¬ 
lutions  242  &  338  acknowledging  the  right  to 
security  for  all  peoples  in  the  region,  for 
which  our  U.S.  representative  also  voted. 

It  appears  to  some  of  us  that  the  conflict 
in  the  Gulf,  if  pursued  to  the  destruction  of 
Iraq,  may  well  destabilize  not  only  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  Jordan  but  also  those  of  other 


friendly  Arab  states  in  the  region,  and  may  well 
create  a  power  vacuum  in  Iraq  that  will  lead  to 
conflicts  between  Syria  and  Iran,  and  even  in  the 
USSR.  The  power  struggle  now  going  on  in  the 
Soviet  Union  is  due,  in  the  opinion  of  some 
experts,  not  only  to  the  economic  chaos  existing 
in  areas  of  the  Soviet  Union,  but  also  to  Soviet 
military  fears  of  the  chaos  US  weapons  are 
wreaking  in  cities  just  south  of  their  border,  and 
the  imminent  danger  of  a  general  Muslim  revo¬ 
lution  if  we  make  a  martyr  out  of  Saddam 
Hussein. 

We  support  our  troops,  and  those  of  our 
faculty  and  alumni  that  have  been  called  up  to 
serve  their  countiy.  As  concerned  citizens  we 
fear  that  unless  there  is  a  diplomatic  solution 
reached  in  the  near  future,  we  can  expect  a  very 
tough  ground  campaign,  many  casualties,  and 
other  unforeseen  developments. 

We  urge  you  to  take  the  moral  high  ground, 
to  call  for  a  ceasefire  to  allow  for  the  withdrawal 
of  Iraqi  troops  and  to  suggest  a  mideast  peace 
conference,  called  for  by  the  UN  in  1983  and 
1989,  and  which  you  implicitly  supported  in 
your  speech  at  the  UN  on  Oct.  5.  1990,  to 
promote  a  general  settlement  of  regional  con¬ 
flicts  in  the  Gulf.

Nichols 
said  that  new  teachers  are  evaluated 
every  semester  and  worked  with  for 
the  first  two  years  to  make  sure  that 
there  are  no  surprises  when  it  is  time 
for  tenure  evaluation.  If  any  prob¬ 
lems  are  found  when  a  teacher  starts, 
they  work  with  that  teacher  to  cor¬ 
rect  them  early.

Hie  History  of  Valentine 's  (Day  and  Valentines 


Historians  quarrel  over  the 
origin  of  young  lovers  slipping 
love  notes  to  one  another.  The 
most  accepted  legend  harks 
back  to  ancient  Rome  and 
the  Feast  of  Lupercalia,  on 
February  14,  as  birds  be¬ 
gan  spring  mating. 

During  that 
festival,  young  maid¬ 
ens  fashioned 
love  messages 
and  slipped  them 
into  a  large  urn. 
The  young  men 
drew  these  from 
the  um  and  in  the 
next  year  courted  the 
maid  whose  name  they  had 
drawn. 

Others  believed  the  word 
Valentine  came  from  the  Nor¬ 
man  word  galatin,  meaning  gal¬ 
lant  lover.  But,  it  was  the  Roman 
custom  of  drawing  names  for 
mates  that  found  its  way  to 
England,  where  it  lasted  many 
centuries. 

The  English  poet  Lydgate 
even  spoke  of  the  custom  as  a 
religion.  By  then  Christians  had 
adopted  many  pagan  holidays. 
There  are,  in  fact,  at  least  eight 
St.  Valentines  In  history.  One 
was  beheaded  as  a  Christian 
martyr  on  February  14,  the 
pagan  holiday  for  the  goddess  of 


love.  St.  Valentine  and  sweet¬ 
hearts  may  trace  to  him. 

The  more  popular  story  re¬ 
calls  St.  Valentine,  while  await¬ 
ing  his  execution,  falling  in  love 
with  the  blind  daughter  of  his 
jailer.  Through  his  faith,  he 
restored  her  sight.  He  signed  his 
farewell  message  to  her,  “from 
your  Valentine."  If  true,  this  ex¬ 
pression  has  weathered  centu¬ 
ries  of  use. 

The  earliest  known  valentine 
was  sent  in  1415  by  Charles. 
Duke  of  Orleans,  to  his  wife  while 
he  was  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower  of 
London.  It  is  now  in  the  British 
Museum. 

Monks  and  nuns  made  the 
first  valentines,  many  with  fine 
artwork  and  fragile  lace  paper 
cut  by  hand  knives  and  pin 
points. 

The  first  printed  valentines 
were  from  copper-plate  in  1800- 
1810.  Since  then,  woodcuts, 
engraving,  stone  lithography, 
printing  and  the  fine  lithogra¬ 
phy  of  today  have  developed. 

A  practical  method  of  manu¬ 
facturing  paper  lace  was  discov¬ 
ered  in  Britain  in  1834.  The 
exceptional  quality  and  beauty 
of  English  lace  valentines  made 
them  pre-eminent  and  led.  in 
the  1840s,  to  the  “Golden  Age"  of 
the  valentine. 


Advances  in  the  early  nine¬ 
teenth  century  printing  indus¬ 
try  brought  the  valentine  into 
common  use.  In  1825,  the  post 
office  delivered  200,000  more 
letters  on  Valentine’s  Day  than 
any  other.  Christmas  cards  did 
not  exceed  the  valentine  in  popu¬ 
larity  for  another  75  years. 

Two  early  valentine  makers 
stand  out  above  the  others — 
Jonathon  King  of  London  and 
Esther  Howland  of  Worcester, 
Massachusetts.  King  pioneered 
decorative  lace  paper  and  un¬ 
usual  design.  His  wife  contrib¬ 
uted  the  novel  idea  of  scattering 
bits  of  tinsel,  feathers  and  flow¬ 
ers  over  valentines.  She  also 
discovered  that  powdered  col¬ 
ored  glass  made  a  superb  glitter. 

Esther  Howland  was  the  first 
American  publisher  of  valen¬ 
tines.  Her  elaborate  handmade 
cards  often  cost  five  to  ten  dol¬ 
lars,  with  some  selling  for  as 
much  as  $35.  earning  her 
$75,000  ayear — an  outstanding 
sum  at  that  time.  Around  1880, 
she  sold  her  thriving  business  to 
the  George  C.  Whitney  Company. 
Examples  from  the  collection  of 
Howland's  and  Whitney’s  elabo¬ 
rate  lace  paper  cards  can  be 
seen  throughout  the  British  Mu¬ 
seum. 

Improvements  in  color  print¬ 


ing  processes  helped  to  make 
two  companies  famous  for  the 
quality  of  their  cards.  Foremost 
in  Britain  was  Marcus  Ward  and 
Company,  which  had  the  good 
fortune  to  discover  the  gifted 
young  artist,  Kate  Greenaway. 

In  America,  Louis  Prang 
brought  lithography  to  perfec¬ 
tion,  sometimes  using  as  many 
as  20  colors  on  his  extraordi¬ 
nary  cards.  Prang  often  trimmed 
his  cards  with  silk  fringe.  This 
distinguishing  feature  of  elegant 
Victorian  valentines  soon  re¬ 
placed  the  lace  papers  that  had 
been  popular. 

The  first  comic  valentine,  with 
its  rhymed  insult,  was  printed 
in  1809.  By  1850,  many  were  so 
obscene  that  several  countries 
banned  them. 

The  custom  of  exchanging 
valentines  has  survived  such 
occasional  setbacks.  Besides 
Christmas,  Americans  exchange 
more  cards  on  Valentine’s  Day 
than  at  any  other  time  of  the 
year.  Card  designs  and  senti¬ 
ments  today  vary  widely,  but 
the  thought  behind  them  is  the 
same — love  and  friendship.

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Pumas  back  on  their  feet  with  homecourt  win

The  Saint  Joseph's  College 
men's  basketball  team  de¬ 
scended  deep  into  the  chasm  in 
the  past  few  weeks.  They  hit 
rock-bottom  with  the  humiliat¬ 
ing  86-61  home  court  loss  to 
Indianapolis  University  on 
Thursday.  February  7.  Miracu¬ 
lously.  the  Pumas  recovered  from 
the  ordeal  with  a  convincing  91- 
80  victory  over  a  talented  North¬ 
ern  Kentucky  team  on  Saturday 
night. 

Before  the  win,  the  Pumas' 
losing  streak  had  been  stretched 
to  six,  including  two  closely 
contested  road  losses.  They  lost 
at  first-place  Bellarmine,  85-79, 
on  January  31,  and  also  lost  at 
Kentucky  State.  68-66  in  over¬ 
time,  on  February  2. 

The  University  of  Indianapo¬ 
lis  game  was  a  sleeper  as  the 
Greyhounds  had  it  well  in  hand 
by  halftime,  leading  45- 15.  Silky 
smooth  guard  Ron  Rutland  led 
the  Greyhounds  in  scoring,  but 
the  inside  play  of  the  Indianapo¬ 


lis  big  men  was  the  key  to  the 
scoring  barrage  by  the  Grey¬ 
hounds.  Easy  offensive  hoops, 
via  short  turnaround  jumpers 
and  layups  off  cuts  to  the  bas¬ 
ket,  coupled  with  SJC’s  horren¬ 
dous  first-half  shooting  (4  for  25 
from  the  field),  spelled  defeat  for 
the  Pumas.  The  only  excitement 
for  the  Puma  fans  was  provided 
by  the  pep  band,  which  turned 
in  another  excellent  perform¬ 
ance;  and  also  Mike  Bonczyk’s 
success  in  the  halftime  shoot¬ 
out.  Bonczyk  converted  a  layup, 
a  three-point  shot  and  a  half¬ 
court  shot  in  the  allotted  45 
seconds  and  won  a  $100  prize. 

The  win  over  Northern  Ken¬ 
tucky  was  due  to  a  combined 
team  effort  and  the  inside  domi¬ 
nance  of  Pumas'  center  Mike 
Kosky.  With  1 3  minutes  to  play 
and  the  Pumas  hanging  precari¬ 
ously  to  a  51-48  lead,  Kosky 
checked  into  the  game  and  ig¬ 
nited  the  offense.  Kosky's  first 
contribution  was  through  his 
passing  game.  Two  consecutive

Last  Saturday  night  at 
Alumni  Fieldhouse,  the  Lady 
Pumas  were  edged  by  Northern 
Kentucky  for  the  second  time 
this  season,  72-69,  in  one  of  the 
most  poorly  officiated  games  I 
have  ever  seen.  Puma  fans  could 
only  pray  for  a  whistle  as  players 
were  repeatedly  hammered  and 
hip-checked  with  no  calls.  Even 
this  fan,  who  rarely  becomes 
hostile  towards  lousy  officials 
(refs  are  only  human),  spent  the 
last  five  minutes  of  the  game 
jawwing  at  the  officials,  at  one 
point  threatening  to  beat  the 
stripes  off  one  of  the  beanheads 
if  we  lost  the  game  (I  wasn't  quite 
that  polite). 

The  thing  that  pulls  my  hair 
the  most  is  not  the  fact  that  Ray 
Charles  could  have  officiated  the 
game  better  than  the  two  bozos 
on  the  court,  but  that  the  two 
bozos  on  the  court  were  actually 
getting  paid  real  money  to  offici¬ 
ate.  The  Rensselaer  girls’ middle- 
school  inter-squad  game  that 
was  played  at  halftime  was  offi¬ 
ciated  better  than  the  Puma's 
game  —  by  a  thirteen-year-old 
boy!

plays  convincingly  enough,  it 
should  not  have  to  worry  about 
bad  officiating  affecting  the  out¬ 
come. 

The  Lady  Pumas  obviously 
did  not  do  that.  “Alack  of  execu¬ 
tion,  especially  in  the  final  three 
minutes,  cost  us  the  game," 
commented  Coach  Keith  Free¬ 
man.  Specifically,  a  couple  of 
errant  passes  and  missed  free 
throws  down  the  stretch  cost  the 
Pumas  their  first  home  loss  of 
the  season,  thus,  dropping  the 
team’s  record  to  17-5.  All  five 
losses  were  against  conference 
teams. 

Previous  to  this  loss,  the  Lady 
Pumas  lost  two  games  on  the 
road  last  week  against  Ashland 
and  IUPU-Fort  Wayne.
